Subject: CPR Looks at Warsaw 

The Chinese failure thus far to respond to our proposal 
conveyed to them at the beginning of this week, that we m-et 
next in Warsaw on April 1, 2, or 3 suggests that they will" 
not in fact agree to these dates. We suspect that tlie evolving 
situation in Laos and Cambodia and Chinese wariness ove- 
meeting with us in this context is responsible for their ' ' 
delay. Peking might respond now and prooose a date 
somewhat later in April.* However, tirJess the Chinese 
tie their proposal for a new meeting to concern over ten- 
sion m Indochina, we will probably wish ourselves to 
postpone the meeting untU after GRC Vice-Premier Chiang 
Chmg-kuo's AprU 18-28 visit to the United States. 

The first Chinese Communist Foreign Ministry state-
